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WE BELIEVE

“There is no atheism in 
the fox holes.””’ To my mind 
that ringing sentence which 
came out of the battlefields 
of the South Pacific is one 
of the most soul-stirring slo- 
gans of the war. 

Years ago I heard it 
phrased slightly differently. 
One day in mid-ocean when 
there was a heavy sea roll- 
ing steely gray to meet a 
slightly paler sky,, a ship’s 
doctor said to me: “No man 
who follows the sea can be 
an atheist. Those who live 
among storms cannot help 
but believe in God.” 

If this war, to which we 
are giving all that we hold 
dear, were but a_ struggle 
between rival nations for 
power and land—an enlarg- 
ed gang warfare — there 
would be no hope for the 
future. The darkness would 
cover the earth and it would 
be as it was before the be- 
ginning of time. 

But it is not that kind of 
a war. This is warfare be- 
tween those on the one side 
who believe in God and in 
the God-given rights of man 
and those on the other side 
who deny both the sover- 
e¢ignty of God and the free 
will of man. 

In this world there is not 
sufficient room for those 
who beleve in the dictator- 
ship of the few and the en- 
slavement of the many, to 
dwell side by side in amity 
with those who believe in a 
monotheistic doctrine — 
whether they be called Pro- 
testant, Catholic or Jew. The 
two methods of life are dia- 
metrically opposed to one 
another and there is no com- 
mon meeting ground. 

We will win this war be- 
cause “‘we fight on God’s 
side,” to use the great phrase 
contributed by an American 
Negro. All of us have been 
brought up to say, whether 
it be in cathedral, church or 
Synagogue: “The Lord is my 
light and my _ salvation, 
whom shall I fear?” We are 
not fighting from despera- 
tion, with secret police dog- 
ging our footsteps and a fir- 
ing squad ever ready for its 
hapless victims. We are 
fighting voluntarily that we 
may live as free men—free 
to carry out the will of Him 
whom all of us worship, al- 
though in diverse ways. 

We are a God-fearing na- 
tion—not fear in the sense 
ef terror, but in a spirit of 
reverence. We owe allegi- 
ance to a God of mercy, to 
« God of justice. We fight 


cn His side for the libera- 
tion of the oppressed and 
subjugated people. We fight 
that peace may come again 
to earth and that children 
the world over may have a 
chance to grow strong and 
healthy in both body and 
mind, learning to put God 
before man-made rulers, to 
cbey His Commandments 
and to put into practice that 
other commandment: “Thou 
Shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself,”’ 

No, there is no atheism 
in the fox holes. And when 
the powers of evil are at 
last vanquished, God grant 
that the great upsurge of 
faith will show us the way 
to make an everlasting peace 
in which all men will live 
as brothers acknowledging 
the fatherhood of God!

I 
draw over a thousand of 
them each month. Seems

It was awfully nice of you 
offering to send me some- 
thing, but they won’t let us 
send for anything that we 
can buy here. We can buy 
everything we need, so I 
guess we are getting on fine. 
I will be all right as long as 
I can get cigarettes. We are 
iationed two packs a day. 
I don’t smoke that much. 
We get them for six cents a 
pack. 

I want you to write me 
real mail, so you can tell me 
more about home. It will 
come as quickly as V-mail. 
It takes anywhere from 17 
to 25 days for your letters 
to come. 

Hope Dad gets a good 
stand of everything and 
makes a good crop. I have 
not seen any farming going 


on except grain. Tell the 
neighbors hello. 
Love to all, 
Roger.

PETER AND JOHN LEADERS 
IN THE EARLY CHURCH 


LESSON TEXT—Acts 2;:37-41; 
4:13; 18-21, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Now when they saw 
the boldness of Peter and John, and 
perceived that they were unlearned and 
ignorant men, they marveled; and they 
took knowledge of them, that they had 
been with Jesus.—Acts 4:13, 


3:1-8; 


Does the Church have a message 
for our day? Sometimes one won- 
ders a bit, but a little thought indi- 
cates that if it does not, it is not 
because Christianity has failed, but 
because Christian people have failed 
to declare the eternal and powerful 
truth of God. The primary respon- 
sibility for any such failure must 
rest upon the leaders of the Church, 


It is instructive to see the qualities 
which made the leaders of the early 
Church effective for the Lord. In 
our lesson we find Peter and John 
doing three things. 

I, Declaring God’s Word (Acts 2: 
37-41), 


Peter had just finished the first 
sermon preached in the Church, 
which was delivered at Pentecost. 
The declaration of God's truth in the 
power of the Holy Spirit brought 
conviction of sin. It always does, 
although the outward indication of 
its working may not be as marked 
as it was on that day. Three thou- 
sand souls were under conviction 
and asking what to do to be saved, 


What an opportunity for the 
preacher and his fellow worker, 
John. How did they meet it? By 
faithfully declaring the need of re- 
pentance and faith, and then of fel- 
lowship with others in the Church, 


One mark of a real leader for God 
will always be that he preaches and 
teaches the message of God without 
adulteration, without modification, 
and with plainness and simplicity. 

The kind of leadership which is 
often magnified in the.Church today 
and which is largely made up of 
personal magnetism, ‘‘pep’’ and fast 
talk, is not real leadership at all. 
Test your leaders by their faithful 
and intelligent declaration of God's 
Word. 


II. Conveying God’s Power (Acts 
3:1-8), 3 

“Channels only'’’—that is the func- 
tion of the worker for Christ, the 
leader in His Church, As Mary 
Maxwell well put it: 


Channels only, blessed Master, 

But with all Thy wondrous power 
Flowing through us, Thou canst use us 
Every day and every hour. 


Silver and gold was a scarce com- 
modity with Peter and John, as it 
has been with many, yes most, of 
God’s servants through the centu- 
ries. But they did have the blessed 
privilege of being channels through 
which the healing, cleansing, re- 
deeming power of God could flow— 
and that was infinitely better. 


The lame man had long since 
given up hope of anything better 
than the few coins he could beg at 
the temple gate. He was like many 
in our hard and practical age who 
see only the values that money can 
give, and thus miss the real blessing 
of God. 

God has for men today, as He had 
for this beggar, that which is far 
better than gold—deliverance from 
sin and liberation from the limita- 
tions of spirit which make them con- 
tent with the paltry alms of men. 


Peter and John were ready to be 
used of God because they were men 
who were not too busy to pray 
(v. 1). Knowing the compassion of 
God they sought out the one in need, 
and by faith put the unlimited power 
of God to work on his behalf. 

God healed this man’s body, but 
what is more important, He healed 
his spirit (v. 8). We need that kind 
of healing for the weak-kneed, lame- 
ankled, spirit-darkened individuals 
in our communities and our 
churches. We will have it only as 
our leaders are men and women 
who are cleansed—ready to be chan- 
nels for the conveying of God's pow- 
er to a needy world. 

III, Doing God’s Will (Aets 4:13, 
18-21). 

The way of life of God's leaders 
is not an easy one, but it is a simple 
one. They do God's will—nothing 
less, nothing more, and nothing else, 
What could be more delightful? 

Peter and John had spoken the 
truth and declared salvation to be 
only in the name of Jesus (y, 12). 
Certain easy talkers within the 
Church who tell us that we must not 
be narrow but broad enough to see 
salvation in all religions, had bet- 
ter read that verse again. 

Because they had preached Christ, 
and for no other reason, they were 
imprisoned, then released on condi- 
tion that they would not mention 
Him again. What a splendid op- 
portunity for a smooth and comfort- 
able compromise! They could preach 
but just leave out Christ. Did they 
do it? No! (vy. 19, 20). 

Obedience to God was Paramount 
with them, and it must be with every 
genuinely Christian leader in the 
Church. Nothing else will do, nor 
will it have the blessing and ap- 
proyal of God,

1905. Graduation, however, 
far from provided a break 
with the Academy, because 
the future held for him 
three tours of duty on teach- 
ing assignments in that 
school which has produced 
most of America’s great mil- 
itary leaders. These tours 
took place when he served 
as instructor of drawing 
from 1908 until 1912, from 
1914 to 1917 when he was 
assistant professor of Eng- 
lish, and in 1919 when he 
concluded his third teach- 
ing assignment of assistant 
professor of history. 

While thus as a teacher 
Gen. Manley is familiar with 
the military classroom, he 
has studied at, and gradu- 
ated from, the Command 
and General Staff School 
and the Army War College.

Gen. Manley was gradu- 


second lieutenant of Infan- 
try, with a Bachelor of Sci- 


During World War I, 
General Manley served ov- 
erseasas adjutant of the 
§1st Division from Camp 
(no w Fort) Lewis, Tacoma, 
Washington. While in 
France, he was detailed on 
the General Staff and sery- 
ed on General John J. Per- 
shing’s Staff in the Opera- 
tions Section (G-3). 

At the close of the War, 
General Manley was award- 
ed the Purple Heart for dis- 
tinguished service. 

During the four years, 
1926-1930, Gen. Manley 
Served in Spain as military 
attache with the U. S. em- 
bassy at Madrid. These 
years saw the decline of the 
Spanish monarchy, and Gen. 
Manley has an_ intimate 
knowledge of the dissolu- 
tion of that regime because 
of his proximity to it. 

In the last six months of 
1933 and again from 1933 
until 1934, on tours of duty 
in the Philippine Islands, 
Gen. Manley saw conditions 
at first hand in our now tem- 
porarily lost Pacific territo- 
ries. These occasions were 
when he served, first, as a 
member of .the General 
Staff Corps in the Philip- 
pine Islands, and later when 
he. was military advisor to 
the Governor General of the 
Islands. 

General Manley, the first 
Camp commander of the 
year-old Wiregrass station, 
came to Camp Rucker with 
the rank of colonel on May 
1, 1942. He had last previ- 
ously served as chief of staff 
of the 31st Division at Camp 
Blanding, Fla. He was pro- 
moted to rank of brigadier 
general on Oct. 26, 1942.

WOMEN’S LAND ARMY 


Auburn, Ala.—Announce- 
ment of plans for recruiting 
and placing, as a part of the 
U. S. Crop Corps, a Wo- 
man’s Land Army of about 
60,000 city and town wo- 
men to help meet the labor 
shortage on farms, has been 
received by P. O. Davis, Ex- 
tension director of A. P. I., 
from the War Food Admin- 
istration, 

The plans call for re- 
cruiting, in cooperation with 
local officers of the U. S. 
Employment Service, local 
Civilian Defense Councils, 
and women’s organizations, 
about 300,000 women who 
will be placed by county ag- 
ricultural agents for short- 
time emergency jobs on 
farms— women who can 
spare week-ends, a few 
days, or a few weeks to give 
to the job of producing and 
harvesting food to win the 
war. 

Women who wish to con- 
tribute their services to farm 
work should await the local 
call. 

Supervision of the W. L. 
A. will be under the Exten- 
sion Service of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and 
state agricultural colleges. 
County agents will place the 
workers, help them to be- 
come adjusted to farm work, 
give necessary supervision,

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A STORM WHICH 
CAME UP SO QUICK 

Monday morning, April 
the twelfth, was a time long 
to be remembered by our 
family. 

We knew it was cloudy, 
and thought it would rain, 
but we never dreamed of a 
cyclone coming that quick, 
We only had one warning, 


and that was a sound like 
heavy thunder, then it roar- 
ed and turned so dark we 
could hardly see. I was 


in the kitchen, I started into 
the house, and by the time 
J called my husband to get 
up, he was in bed, we ran 
into the room where my mo- 
ther was (she being an in- 
valid), we could not. leave 
her, so we huddled down 
close to her, our arms around 
cach other, we drew her 
close to us. We knew the 
Lord was our only refuge, 
so we all prayed for Him to 
save us only our lives, if 
ull else must go, and espe- 
cially our dear child, whom 
we rushed off to school early 
ir the morning before this 
all came. 

The Lord answered our 
Prayers, for as soon as the 
storm winds ceased, we 
found ourselves inside a 
house that was only ruins. 
But how thankful we were 
to be spared. We were so 
dirty, smutty and sandy, of 


course we were pitiful to 
look at. 
Wavely thought of his 


barn and mules. He said, “I 
must go see if my barn is all 
right,’ but when he got out- 
side, he called back to us, 
saying, “my barn is gone, 
my mules may be dead.” 
Then he called again to tell 
us he believed they were 
alive; he must get help to 
get hay and lumber off them. 

I begged him not to leave 
us, but he said, ‘the storm 
is over'now; just be quiet in 
there; don’t worry, I will 
get you all out as soon as I 
can get some help.” He ran 
for Mr. Aron Harper and his 
daughter, Aliene. They 
came as quick as they could. 
Mr. Harper and Wavely 
worked to get the mules out 
while Aliene and I worked 
to save everything we could, 
for by now the rain was get- 
ting hard and the house was 
getting wet where the top 
was off and gone. 

Everything looked so bad 
inside my poor dear mother 
was heartbroken and cry- 
ing and saying, ‘“O, Lord, 
what will I do? I can’t walk, 
J can’t get out, help us, dear 
Lord.” I begged her not to 
take it so hard, that a way 
would be made by loving 
hard and the help of the 
Lord for us to live, for He 
had saved us from this ter- 
ror. We know the Lord 
watches over His people. 
He causes them to have shel- 
ter and a place to rest; we 
believe the Lord will help 
us so long as we live. ‘Trust 
yee the Lord.” 

The mules were alive. 
They got them out. Mr. Har- 
per furnished a stall to carry 
them to. Then they came 
back to get us out. All the 
doors were jammed so we 
could not open them. Wave- 
ly knocked down one door 
to get my mother out. We 
were not injured but were 
sore from the sudden jar 
when the house went up and 
then down. 

Mr. Harper offered us a 
place to stay in his home. 
We were so glad to have a 
place to go and try to re- 
cover from the awful shock 
of the storm. 

Mr. Carlos Harper came 
home from taking his little 
daughter and our little son 
to school, to find our home 
ruined. I asked him to go 
get my little boy at once, 
and to let the people know 
we had been stricken by the 
storm, which he did, and in 
no time it seemed the yard 
was full of people, and af- 
ter dinner hour, every one 
started working to help us. 

Lots of good friends, are 
better than gold, and they 
have been so faithful to help 
us all they could, for our 
friends have given us a big, 
nice, good barn, one that we 
appreciate so very, very 
much. 

We expect to build the 
house back as soon as we 
can. Everyone wants to 
give us a working to put it 
back, and we want to thank 
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we have already received.. 

Our good friends have 
contributed to us generous- 
ly, besides all the hard 
work. We know a friend in 
need is a friend indeed, We 
are ready to serve each one 
who helped us any way any 
time we can, for we will al- 
ways remember you all. 

We thank the Lord for 
our lives. We thank the 
many friends for their help 
and kindness. We especial- 
ly thank Mr. Harper's fam- 
ily for a place to stay to call 
home until we decided to 
move into some rooms at 
Mr. Edwin'Simmons’. Ey- 
eryone has been so nice to 
us. May the Lord bless each

LONDON.—One million persons, 
nearly a third of Poland's Jewish 
population, perished in three years 
of German occupation, Dr, Ignacy 
Szwarcbart, Jewish member of the 
Polish national council in London, 
told a New York Times correspond- 
ent, amplifying Polish government 


information on the new Nazi on- 
slaught on the Jews, 
Plans outlined by Dr, Alfred 


Rosenberg—who says that the Jew- 
ish problem of Europe will be solved 
when no Jews are left—are system- 
atically carried out, The victims of 
executions by mass-murder and 
gassing are only part of the thou- 
sands dying through “the organized 
spreading of diseases and the arti- 
ficial creation of conditions in which 
children, elderly people and the sick 
cannot survive, as Dr, Szwarcbart 
described it. 
Million Others Menaced, 


A million more persons, at least, 
are menaced by starvation and the 
lack of medical supplies, The Nazis 
make it plain that all Jews not 
wanted for military reasons must 
die. Poland is now a mass grave, 
Jews from all Europe are brought 
to the Warsaw ghetto and separated 
into two groups: the able-bodied 
young and the children, old and sick, 
who are dispatched eastward to meet 
sure death, Lublin, indeed, has two 
ghettoes, one for able workers, the 
other for the useless condemned to 
destruction, 

One hundred twenty thousand 
have been brought from Czecho- 
slovakia and tens of fhousands from 
Germany, Austria, Hungary, Hol- 
land, Belgium and France. The Lodz 
ghetto, containing many Jews from 
the West, has been completely closed 
for several weeks and no news has 
been allowed to penetrate through 
its walls, 

A government report tells how a 
mass electrocution was carried out 
at Belzac. Deportees from Warsaw 
were packed into a barracks and or- 
dered to strip naked, ostensibly to 
have a bath—then they were pushed 
into a room with a metal floor, The 
door was locked and current was 
passed. Death came instantaneous- 
ly. A large digging machine was 
installed near by to dig mass graves.

Rabbi Wise explained that his 
group believed in the authenticity 
of the extirpation order on the 
strength of affidavits obtained by 
the state department from Jewish 
sources of information in free coun- 
tries. 

Rabbi Wise said the state depart- 
ment documents included affidavits 
from “reliable persons who knew” 
of such atrocities as turning Jewish 
bodies into fats and soap and lubri- 
cants, and of the latest Nazi method 
of killing Jews by having doctors 
inject air bubbles into their veins. 
He said the earlier gassing with 
prussic acid had been found too ex- 
pensive. 


Australia Acts to Feed 
All Troops in War Area 


CANBERRA.—A major increase 
in Australia’s food production was 
mapped-by Australian and U, §. of- 
ficials after notice that all ships 
from the U. S. now must carry mu- 
nitions and other war supplies. 

Food will not be shipped, and Aus- 
tralia now must feed all troops in 
this war area. 

Supply Minister John Beasley, 
who is also the head of the ministry 
of shipping, was working on the 
problem.

Sugar For Canning 


People in Coffee County 
who are in need or will need 
sugar for the purpose of 
canning fruits are hereby no- 
tified that the following plan 
has been worked out for 
Coffee County. 

1. Those needing sugar to 
can fruits and fruit juices 


are instructed to go to their 
nearest community — store. 
The merchant will assist 


them in filing OPA Form R 
315. Persons are instructed 
to take War Ration Book 
No. One for each member 
of the family to the commu- 
nity store. Persons are also 
instructed to take the rec- 
ord of the number of quarts 
of all fruits and juices that 
were canned in 1942. One 
member of the family can 
file an application for the 
entire family.’ 

2. The applications taken 
by the community store op- 
with the 
War Ration Book No. One 
for each application will be 
mailed in to the War Price 
and Rationing Board No. 
10, New Brockton, Alabama, 
for the Board’s considera- 
tion. 

3. The War Price Ration- 
ing Board No. 10 at New 
Brockton will mail sugar 
purchase certificate togeth- 
er with War Ration Book 
No. One back to applicant. 

4, The War Price Ration- 
ing Board at New Brockton 
will issue the sugar purchase 
certificates by taking into 


consideration the need for 
sugar and also regulations 


issued by the O.P.A., each 
consumer may get one pound 
of sugar per 4 quarts of fin- 
ished canned fruits or fruit 
juices up to 25 pounds. Not 
more than 5 pounds per per- 
son may be issued for mak- 
ing jams, jellies, preserves 
and fruit butters. The five 
pounds for this purpose, 
however, is included in the 
25 pounds of sugar per per- 
son allowed. 

People of Coffee County 


_are reminded that this home 


canning program is a war 
program and that the sugar 
is to be used strictly for 
purposes outlined above. 

It is hoped that people in 
Coffee County will use this 
program for the purposes 
for which it was intended 
and that it will not be nec- 
essary for the War Price 
Rationing Board at New 
Brockton to report viola- 
tions.

Feed Shortage Looms 
Unless State Farmers 
Plant More Corn 


Auburn, Ala., May 8.— 
Indications are that Alaba- 
ma farmers will face a seri- 
ous feed shortage next win- 
ter unless they plant more 
corn and,other feed crops 
this spring, reports P. O. 
Davis, extension director of 
A, P. I. 

Statistics compiled from 
AAA worksheets and re- 
ported to the USDA war 
board here indicate that Al- 
abama farmers are planting 
only two and one-half mil- 
lion acres of corn this spring 
compared with over three 
million aeres last year. 

While corn, the principal 
feed crop in the state, is re- 
duced, the figures show that 
livestock numbers to be fed 
are much higher. The fig- 
ures indicate that over 300,- 
000 Alabama sows will far- 


ee 


row this year compared 
with slightly over 200,000 
last year; over 17,000,000 
chickens are being’ raised 
compared with 12,000,000 
last year; over 1,500,000 
beef and dairy cows and 


calves will be on farms the 
first of 1944 compared with 
1,250,000 the first of this 
year; and 10,000,000 chick- 
ens are expected on farms 
the first of next year com- 
pared with 7,000,000 first 
of this year. 

These figures indicate 
that our. livestock numbers 
in Alabama are increasing 
faster than feed production, 
stated representatives of 
the various agricultural 
agencies of the state. 

Appevently much of the 
corn acreage, alse cotton, is 
being planted to peanuts. 
Figures indicate that Alaba- 
ma farmers will plant al- 
most one million acres of 
peanuts. The state peanut 
goal is 850,000 acres. 

Two ways to alleviate a 
severe feed shortage is to 
plant more feed crops and 
to properly sidedress corn 
with nitrate, if available. 

The food situation has 
become brighter than the 
feed. Farmers of the state 
are growing 37,000 acres of 
vegetables this year com- 
pared with 26,000 acres last 
year.

HAVE CEILING PRICES 


Montgomery, 
Coffee County 
eventually be covered by 
“community” ceiling prices 
similar to those now being 
put into effect in Montgom- 
ery, E. Baskin Wright, dis- 
trict OPA price officer, de- 
clared this week. 

He added, however, that 
it may be several weeks be- 
fore this is done, since com- 
munity prices are to be es- 
tablished next in such war 
centers as Mobile. 

Meantime, he stated, Cof- 
fee County merchants are 
to continue selling at ceiling 
prices established under ex- 
isting regulations. 

“And it might be well to 
point out,’ he  deelared, 
“that no stores in South and 
Central Alabama, including 
Coffee County, could possi- 
bly have maximum price 
ceilings substantially higher 
than those being established 
in Montgomery. 

“The list of community 
prices for Montgomery 
should serve as a reasonably 
ueccurate guide for house- 
Wives in ali sections of this 
part of the state.. Except 
for minor differences in 
transportation charges, the 
Montgomery prices are defi- 
nitely in line with maximum 
ceilings permitted in every 
county in South and Central 
Alabama.” 

Montgomery community 
prices represent the highest 
ceiling prices that can be 
charged in the city. Many 
large volume stores in Mont- 
gomery have established 
ceilings lower than the com- 
munity maximums.

FARM CLEANUP HELPS 
CONTROL HOUSEFLY 

Warm days mean _ fly 
time and cleanup time to 
destroy fly breeding places. 

W. A. Ruffin, entomolo- 
gist of A. P. L,says that re- 
moving manure, rotten 
straw, spoiled silage and 
other material where mois- 
ture and warmth are pres- 
ent will do more good than 
sprays, traps and_ poison 
baits used later in the sum- 
mer, 

If flies are still prevalent 
after the cleanup an effee- 
tive fly spray can be made 
by mixing one gallon pyre- 
thrum extract with 19 gal- 
lons of white kerosene. To 
this add one to two ounces 
of pine oil or oil of winter- 
green to kill odor of kero- 
sene. This mixture may be 
used as any other fly spray.

Save Irish Potatoes 


To obtain largest yield of 
good quality potatoes the 
spring crop of Irish pota- 
toes should be _ harvested 
when the vines have faded 
from green to a very light 
green or slightly brown col- 
or and before the base of 
the vines begins to decay, 
points out Lyle Brown, ex- 
tension horticulturist. 

Pick the potatoes up just 
behind the plow and spread 
in a cool shady, well venti- 
lated place for a few days 
after harvest. Store in dry 
cellar or under the house 
where the air is dry and 
cool. Spread enough straw 
over the potatoes to protect 
them from light.
